I  thti  material  In  this  issue,  we  pre- 
sent the  fourth  installment  of  our 
history,  covering  the  years  1931-19i0. 

Between  1901  and  1910.  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  granted  35  charters.  During  our 
second  decade,  1911-1920,  23  new 
chapters  were  formed  From  1921-1930, 


There  were  66  active  chapters  at  the 
beginning  of  the  fourth  decade  (1931- 
1940).  Even  though  the  Fraternity  would 
charter  13  new  chapters  during  the 
decade,  almost  as  many  would  close,  and 
we  ended  the  decade  with  69  chapters. 

An  increasing  number  of  Sig  Eps  gain- 
ed national  prominence  in  many  fields 
during  the  1930s.  U.S.  Senator  Harry  F. 
Byrd  (Richmond)  was  prominently  men- 
tioned as  a  Democratic  candidate  for 
President  of  the  U.S.  in  November  1931.
